End of the Contest of Mr. Watson. 
House Proceedings. 
Washington, June 29.—A letter was receiv- 
ed from Secretary Gresham informing the 
house, through Speaker Crisp, that a re- 
ligious service in memory of the late P’res- 
ident Carnot, of the French republic, would 

be held Sunday next at 12 o'clock. 

Mr. Pence called up the contested election 
case of Thomas E. Watson vs. James C. C. 
Black, from the tenth Georgia district. 

Mr. Brown, democrat, of Indiana, a mem- 
ber of the committee on elections, raised 
the question of consideration, and no quo- 
rum appearing, on division, the yeas and 
nays were ordered, 

While the call was in progress, it seem- 
ed to be decided that consideration of the 
report was the quickest way to dispose of 
the question, and there were no negative 
votes recorded. 

Mr. Pence called the attention of the 
house that the populists were given no 
representation on,.the committee on elec- 
tions when the house was organized, al- 
though there were contests pending insti- 
tuted by defeated populist candidates, and 
when Chairman O’:errall retired from the 
committee, a request was made of the 
speaker to fill the vacancy with a populist, 
but that was denied them. Although the 
report in the case, is in favor of the sit- 
ting member, Mr. Biack, Mr, Pence 
said there was a belief on the part of some 
members of the house that Mr. Watson wags 
elected. He desired to ask unanimous con- 
sent that when the case was considered 
that Mr. Watson be permitted to address 
the house in his own behalf for an hour. 
Such requests had been frequently asked 
and ulwa,s granted, Mr. Pence said he hau 
been informed by old members, and he had 
investigated The Record so far as to dis- 
cover that in the contested election case 
of Thobe .vs. Carlisie in the fiftieth con- 
gress, the present vcecupant of the chair, 
Mr. Crisp, being chairman of the committee 
on elections, made the same request in be- 
half of Mr. Thobe, and it was granted. 

Mr. Pence moved that the case be post- 
poned until Monday at 2 o'clock, and, pend- 
ing that motion, moved that when the 
house adjourned today it be until Monday 
next. 

This latter motion was lost—65 to 96. The 
yeas and nays were called on the motion to 
postpone, the democrats opposing it, aud 
che republicans and populists favoring it. 

The vote résuited—yeas, 76; nays, 126; pres- 
ent and not voting, 3.

BUTLER’S QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 


Tillman Says That He Intends to Open 
the Dispensaries Again. 
Florence, 8.C., June 29.—(Special.)—At 
the campaign meeting at Elim, twelve 
miles from here, today, Governor Tillman, 
replying to General Butler's dispensary 
charges, admitted that he had exceeded 
the appropriation of $50,000 to start the 
business, that he bought on credit, that the 
dispensers have been on half pay since the 
Supreme court decided against the law, 
that he is going to open again and that 
he had gotten no rebates from the whisky 
trust. He declared if Butler was honest 
in the matter he could examine the records 
and prosecute the state commissioner on 

his bond, if a shortage was found. 

Said he: “I am governor of South Caroli- 
na and I will open the dispensaries as 
soon as I think it Jawful and proper and 
General Butler can whistle for his answer.”’ 

The governor today referred to Cleveland 
as a republican in disguise and said that 
he himself was a genuine Simon-pure Jef- 
fersonian democrat. “There has got to be 
another party or the @emocratic party has 
got to change leaders from top to bottom 
and come out like a butterfly from a chrys- 
alis,""’ he cried. He’ declared that if the 
United States senators were honest it was 
only in their own interest. They had cer- 
tainly been bribed by the sugar trust. 

Dr. Sampson Pope, one of the reform 
candidates for governor, who realizes that 
the cards have been stocked against him, 
pitched into the now Tillman-Irby-Gantt- 
Evans rings. ‘“We left the other faction,”’ 
said he, ‘because we wouldn't be bossed 
and don’t you let the reform faction boss 
you,”” It appeared to him that from what 
was transpiring the will of the people was 
going to be defeated. Tillman was already 
being endorsed by reform clubs. before the 
campaign meetings were held, and John 
Gary Evans was tacked on his coattail. 
General Ellerbee and Evans each claimed 
that Mrs. Tillman had promised him her 
support.

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NO MORE BONDS THIS SUMMER. 


‘Announcement Made That This Is the 
Intention of the Administration. 
Washington, January 29.—The statement 
was made today, from an authoritative 
source, that no issue of bonds will be made 
by the administration during the summer, 
that the president and Secretary Carlisle 
are in thorough accord on the financial 
policy of the treasury, amd that the end 
of gold exports té Eutepe is believed to be 
about reached. The administration expects 
the new tariff bill is going into effect by 
August, ist, and afte, hat date increased 
revenues are looked for. .July expenditures 
will exceed receipts by $15,000,000, which will 
reduce the available treasury balance to 
about $100,000,000. The present outlook 1s 
that by deferring everything but absolutely 
essential payments the treasury deficit for 
the current fiscal year, which closes Sat- 
urday, June 30th, will be brought within 
$75,000,000. Less than ten days ago it was 
estimated that it would reach $78,000,000.

“It is life or death with one of the two 
sides. We must kiil the Managers’ Associ- 
ation or it must disrupt organized labor in 
America for years to come.” 

The paskers at the stockyards tried to 
induce the strikers to take eight tra‘ns 
loaded .with beef, and held by them, 
turough, as their refusal to do so would rc- 
suit in throwing thosands of men at the 
yards out of employment. The men re- 
fused and the trains were returned to the 
packing houses. The packers say they will 
be afraid to send perishable freight out of 
the yards while the strike trouble exists, 
as they fear it will become tied up on the 
road where it would wvoil. The result is 
that before verylong the stockyards busi- 
iness will be paralyzed, wnether tne rail- 
road employes in the yar ls strike or noi. 

Employing New. Men. 

After the meeting of the General Man- 
agers’ Association today Uecneral Manager 
Earling, of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, said that those present had de- 
cided to pursue an aggressive policy. It 
was determined at the outset, said Mr. Ear- 
ling, that we would have to fight this 
strike. All the roads represented have ce- 
termined to secure men to take the places 
of those who have struck. New m:n ife 
being employed now and they will be put 
to work under ample protection. 

By a vote of 107 to 108 the delegates to 
the special conference of the Switchmen’s 
Aid Association decided tonight at 411:45 
o'clock to take no part in the present strike. 
This is a decided victory for the railroads, 
the American Railway Union having confi- 
dently calculated on the switchmen being 
called out tomorrow morning. The confer- 
ence was in session from 6 o’clock p. m. 
until midnight. Every train on the Chi- 
cazo, Milwaukee and St. Paul, Omaha, 
Great Western, Northern Pacific and Wis- 
consin Central left St. Paul exactly on 
time tonight, hauling Pullmans. The North- 
ern Pacific was only ten minutes late leav- 
ing for Fargo. 

The Railroads Will Fight. 

The roads comprising the Chicago Gen- 
eral Managers’ Association have ‘opened 
headquarters in the Rookery building, 
where reports are received from the roads 
as to the progress of the tught. An employ- 
ment bureau is also located there and in- 
formation of the doings of the association 
is given to the public. 

It is the general opinion among railroad 
officials that the union in attempting to 
tie up all roads in the United States that 
carry Pullman sleepers, and incidentally 
those that do not, has attempted a hercu- 
lean task. While it is true that almost 
every road running into Chicago is, in a 
measure, feeling the disatisfaction among 
its employes and losing much money there- 
by, it is equally true that a stiff and deter- 
mined fight is being put up by the general 
managers against the boycott and that they 
have Agreed to use every possible means to 
aefeat the ends of the strikers. 

It is likely to be a fight to the bitter 
end, but the chances, from the view point 
of the Rookery building, seem to h now 
with the railrcads. Meetings are heid 
daily. 

The Mobile and Ohio Affected. 

Jackson, Tenn., June 29.—Business on the 
Tilinois Central and Mobile and Ohio rail- 
road is practically suspended nere on ac- 
count of the strike at Cairo and other points 
north. Local freight and passenser trains 
run north today as far as Cairo. The crews 
from Water Valley, Miss., were sent home 
today.

Over Fifty Tho sand People Pass the 
Cet eae . 

Paris, June 29.—The senate this afternoon

H. C. PARSONS SHOT. 


He Meets His Denth at the Hands of 
a Railroad Conductor. 

Clifton Forge, Va., June 29.—Colonel H. C. 
Parsons was shot in the Gladys Inn this 
morning at 7 o'clock. The shooting was 
done by Thomas A. Goodman, a passenger 
conductor on the Richmond and Alleghany 
railroad. Parsons never spoke after being 
shot and died at 8:25 o'clock. Four balls 
from a double-action Smith & Wesson pis- 
tol, 38-calibre, entered the body. One ball 
entered just under the right collar bone, 
one on the right and one on the left side of 
the abdomen and one entered the left side 
of the head. Dr. W. A. F. Miller, the rail- 
road surgéon, was summoned, but could 
render no aid. 

‘After discharging his pistol Conductor 
Goodman went before W. W. Davis, mayor 
of Clifton Forge, and gave up his pistol, 
remarking that when the public had become 
informed of all the circumstances connected 
with the affair he would be justified by them 
for the killing.

An Atlantic City special says: “Mrs. Jus- 
tus R. Rice, the evangelist, while preaching 
on the street this evening was arrested and 
taken before Recorder Goulden, charged 
with disorderly conduct. Before the begin- 
ning of the hearing she asked for time to se- 
curé witnesses, but the recorder met her re- 
quest with the reply: ‘I'll give you a dose 
of Jersey justice,’ and then he sentenced 
her to thirty days in the county jail and to 
pay a fine of $50. As soon as the verdict 
became known her husband, who is known 
as the Cowboy preacher, mounted a hand- 
car in the railroad yard and haranged a 
crowd of fully 2,000 citizens. The crowd was 
entirely in sympathy with him, and threats 


of tearing down the city lock-up were heard 


on all sides, while there were hisses for the 
police and city officials. The police force 
was called out to hold the crowd in checck. 
The matter was finally laid before Attorney 
Clarence Cole, who declared the woman's 
arrest and trial illegal and proceeded to 
draw up the papers necessary for her re- 
lease,” 


Says a Washington correspondent: “A 
muscular man in top boots and anything 
but a pleasure seeking air about him stood 
on the curbstone under the shade of a La- 
Fayette park elm this afternoon, He heid 
by the bridle a horse that had few points 
of the thoroughbred about him, but looked 
serviceable under a heavy cavalry saddle. 
The man seemed to have nothing to do but 
to walt. When the white house carriage 
drove around this mysterious person sud- 
denly developed alertness. He tigh§ened 
his saddle strap and looked up and down 
the avenue. In a few minutes President 
Cleveland came out of the white house and 
got into the carriage. The man under the 
elm immediately mounted. He walked his 
horse along the avenue until the president's 
earriage had passed out of th® white house 
grounds and turned into Jackson place. 
Then the stranger started into a trot and 
followed, keeping, however, a distance of 
300 yards between the president's carriage 
and himself. This is the precaution which 
has beeen adopted since the assassination of 
Carnot. The man who rides behind the pres- 
ident at a distance to avoid attracting at- 
tention is a heavily armed detective, quick 
with his weapons and @ fine horseman. Al- 
though he follows at a distance, he can 
place himself beside the carriage in a very 
few seconds, and is expected to do so if 
any one leaves the sidewalk to approach 
the president, or if anything that can be 
construed as a hostile demonstration takes 


place.”
